1. The nfle shouW be cleened end lubncateO after each shootmg seeaion. 
Regular deaiwtg prevents the conceive effete of mosture 

2. Apply clea raig eotveiH b e chamber brush end clean the chamber. Barrett 
Heavy Bore Cleaner is recommerbed. 

3. Applv deanba solvent to a Dore brush and clean the bore. Banett Heavy 
Bore Oearter is recommended. 

4. Clean toe rra^ae Make with a stiff plastc brush artd bore solvent H is best to 
eleaf^ toe rm^le brake a 1 the same Ometoe barrel ts being cleaned as the bore 
solv er rt heb loosen Ihe carbon build-up on rts iirtenor waMs 

5. Clean toe bok face «ith bore solvent. Use a stiff plastie brush to r ei rwr e 
carbon from both Ihe evtraetor artd the eector Depress toe erec tor and exb aeto r 
by hand to toat toea smooth funetior 

6. Uea dry patches as nacesaary to lemova daarw from tha bore ar>d chambar. 

7 Clean toe remamdar of tha riAa with cotton>llppad swabe, garwr a i-pupeee 
brushes and rage Maka sure ail meial surfaces are coated wito pr sa ary si Ne ol.
